An Ordinance to amend the Abducted Persons (Recovery 
and Restoration) Act, 1949. 

Wher eas Parliament is not in session and the President 
is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (1) of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance: — 

1 . Short title and commencement. — (r) This Ordinance may 

be called the Abducted Persons (Recovery and Restoration) 
Amendment Ordinance, 1951. 

(2) It shall come into force at once.

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2, Amendment of section 1, Act LXV of 1949. — In section I 
of the Abducted Persons (Recovery and Restoration) Act, ig^q, 
for sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“(2) It extends to the States of Punjab, Uttar 
Pradesh, Patiala and East Punjab States Union, Rajasthan 
and Delhi and shall remain in force up to the 31st day of 
October, 1Q52.”
